30 miners were entombed in the Hailey- 
Oklahoma coal mine, shaft No. 1, the 
result of a fierce fire ...at is believed 
to have shut off au means of escape. 
Then men are all in the lower part of 
the mine. At noon a telephone message 
stated that the fire was burning so 
fiercely it was impossible for the res- 
cuers to enter the shaft, and it was 


then believed the entombed surely must 
be burned to death. 

All the miners are foreigners. A num- 
ber of miners working nearer the open- 
ing sanaged to escape. 

Officials of the company declined to 
give out details of the affair and the 
actual loss. of life is not known. 

Olt Catehes Fire.

$:;30 a. m., today, soon after the day

Those who were able to reach the sur- 
face were greeted with shouts of joy. 
The officials of the company, aided by 
the mine bosses and others, immediately 
set to work to rescue the men still in 
the mine. It was soon apparent, how- 
ever, that no one could enter the mine, 
as volumes of smoke began to pour 
from the openings..

Merchants of Central States 
"Come Here Because They 
Are BAter Treated. 


HIGH PRICES PREVAIL 


Retailers Who Hoped for Con- 
cessions Because of Panic 
Are Disappointed. 














Retailers who have been expecting 
lower prices on account of the financial 


depression and the decline in the cost 
of raw. r-iterial are disappointed. Mem- 
bers of the --etailers’ Commercial Un- 
ion, in session in St. Louis, complain 
that high prices will prevail this win- 
ter. 

‘Retailers are’ charged the same prices 
that they were before there was a de- 
cline in the price of raw material,”’ said 
W. 4H. Gentner of Farmington, Io., 
President of the organization. “‘It seems 
like there is not going to be anything 
better. The wholesalers seem somehow 


to be able to hold tne prices steady in 


spite of conditions which should pro- 


duce reductions. 


Expect Concessions Here. 

“We ar meeting here to get such 
cencessions as we can from the whole- 
salers. They are treating us splendidly 
but are holding prices pretty firm. Any- 
way, though, we expect to be able to 
get greater concessions in St. Louis 
than we could anywhere else.”’ 

Many merchants who formerly bought 
material in Chicago are arriving to do 
their fall buying here. It is expected 
by Mr. Gentner that within the next 


ten days more than two hundred mer-j{ 


ehants who heretofore have used the 
Chicago market will have come te St. 
Louis. They will spend approximately 
$300,00. -« 

All the buyers now in St. Louis report 
that business is ‘‘picking up” and ex- 
poct a brisk fall and winter trade. The 


‘merchants say the farmers, in their re- 


spective localities, have money and are 
ready to put it into circulation after 
hoarding it during the financial depres- 
sion. 

The diverting of trade from Chicago 
to St. Louis is due to inducements of- 
fered by local dealers. Many of the 
buyers are members of thé Retailers’ 
Commercial Union, which is meeting at 
the Planters Hotel in a 1U0 days’ conven- 
tion, Representatives of this organiza- 
tion met in St, Louis last March and 
obtained concessions from St. Louis 
wholesale dealers which had been denied 


, by Chicago business men, 


Like St. Leuls Treatment. 

As a result, the union, which is com- 
posed of merchants in Missouri, Illinois, 
TIewa, Kansas, Ohio, Oklahoma, Indiana 
and other states, sent out requests to 
5000 merchants that they buy in St. Loulg 
markets. The large number who are re- 
sponding express themselves as well 
pleased with the treatment. accorded 
them here. 

They say they can do just as well in 
the matter of selection as in the Chi- 
cago market, and that prices are bet- 
ter:. Another consideration, is that St. 


Louis merchants have agreed to pay the 
transportation of every merchant who 


buys $1500yworth of geeds or more.

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Andrew J. Gordon, the negro who was 
known as “Big Nigger Gordon’ when 
he was a member of the St. Louis de- 
tective force, narrowly escaped lynch- 
ing at Springfield, I1., where he was 
arrested, as told in Tuesday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, on a charge of shooting William 
Bowe, chief clerk to the County Treas- 
urer, during the recent race rioting in 
Springfield. 

Gordon’s arrest followed a week's 
investigation of the shooting. When the 
deputies went to place him in .custody 
Tuesday a crowd of white men gathered 
and threatened the negro.

Contents of Flat Destroyed 
Before Firemen Can Be 
Summoned. 





Two negroes seized Mrs. Ida Bassett 
in her home at 3665 Laclede avenue at 
4:45 a. m. Wednesday, locked her in a 
pantry closet, ransacked th house, set 
fire to it and fled with money and jew- 
elry, according to her statement when 
she was found half-conscious in the rear 
yard. 

Mrs. Bassett's husband, Virgil Bas- 
sett. is a United Railways motorman. 
He left home to go to work at 4:40 a. m. 

Five minutes later Mrs. Rassett says 
she Was made a prisoner by the ne- 
groes. 

“IT had accompanied my Husband to 
the back door and told him good-by,” 
she said. “After I returned to the bed- 
room I remembered I had not put my 
little pet dog in the yard, as I always 
do. 

Locked In by Negro, 

“When I was passing through the hall 
between the dining room and the kitch- 
en a negro jumped out. I think he came 
from the bathroom. He grabbed me by 
the throat and pushed me into the 
pantry. I heard another man walking 
in the dining room. Then I fainted. 

“When I revived I tried to open the 
pantry door leading to the dining room, 
but it was locked. 

“There is a small window on the kitch- 
en side of the pantry. I climbed through 
that. The house was full of smoke. I 
opened the kitchen door and went into 
the yard and fainted a second time. 

“IT think the light in the dining room 
was burning when the negro pushed me 
into the closet. I could see that he was 
about 5 feet 6 inches tall and very black. 

Dallas McNeil, who lives in the flat 
above the Rassetts, was awakened by 
smoke at 5 a. m. He ran down the 
rear stairs and found Mrs. Bassett ly- 
ing on the ground near her kitchen 
door.” 3 

The parior and dining room ef the 
five-room Bassett flat were in flames 
McNeil turned in an alarm, but the con- 
tents of the rooms burned quickly and 
were destroyed before firemen arrived. 

Mrs. Bassett said Wednesday that 
there was a little insurance on the 
household effects, but she didn’t know 
how much. An adjuster for an insur- 
ance company, who visited the house 
after the fire, said the furniture was in- 
sured for $1900 in the company which he 
represented. 

Lost Watch, Jewelry and Cash. 

The burglars, she says, stole her 
husband’s gold watch, fob and cuff 
buttons, two \razors, several breastpins 
and rings and $5 in cash.

Famous Jackson’s Hole Coun- 
try Is Believed to Be His 
Destination. 


Special to the Post-Dispateb. 

LAKE HOTEL, YELLOWSTONE 
PARK, Aug. 26.—Headed for the famous 
Jackson's Hole country, just south of 


States Cavalry in pursuit, the lone ban- 
dit who robbed 16 stage coaches in the 
Park two days ago and obtained $10,000 
in cash, is leading a chase which bids 
fair to rival the famous pursuit and 
capture of Tracy, the outlaw,‘ six years 
ago, 

Tracy outwitted his pursuers for 
days by traveling 1000 miles, first in the 
towns, then in the mountains of Wash- 
ington and Oregon, frequently doubling 
and redoubling on his tracks. 

The stagecoach bandit has @ harder 


task than Tracy because United States 
regulars, led by officers familiar with 
the country, are on his trail, and be- 
cause he is in a barren country where 
he must keep close to streams to get 
water. Tracy had plenty to eat and 
drink wherever he went in his chase. 

The stagecoach bandit furthermere 
must travel through a country policed 
theroughly by the Government. In-ad- 
dition to the soldiers there are the Fed- 
eral forest rangers and the agents of 
the irrigation and reclamation bureaus 
throughout this region and the bandit 
must dedge them. 


Headed for Jackson's Hole, | 


The course taken by the bandit imme- 
diately after the robbery leads the army 
officers and other pursuers to believe 
that he is headed for the famous Jack- 
son’s Hole country in the northern part 
of Uintah County and #4 miles south of 
the scene of the robbery. 

His journey is aided by the fact that 
it Hes through a wilderness along the 
lofty mountains of the continental di- 
vide. The robbery took place on the 
stage road four miles south. of Old 
Faithful Inn and 15 miles west of Yel- 
lowstone Lake. 

The pursuers followed the bandit’s 
course easily for four miles south of the 
scene of robbery. Then they lost the 
trail in the edge of a swamp where the 
fugitive left his horse and plunged on 
foot into the heavy undergrowth. 

They went to the south side of the 
swamp, and after a long hunt picked up 
the trail again, fiding faint footprints in 
the earth. This trail they followed 12 
miles southwest and then lost it alto- 
gether in a swamp. 

The troopers gave up their horses 
early in the pursuit and continued on 
foot, led by Maj. Allen and a band of 
scouts. They- were convinced by the 
bandit’s course that he means to g0 
around the western end of Shoshone 
Lake and then, keeping to the foothills, 
parallel the courses of the stage road 
toward the headwaters of Snake River. 
At frequent intervals along this course 
there are creeks to cross which will keep 
the fugitive supplied with water. Once 
at the headwaters of Snake River there 
are several clearly defined courses that 
he may follow aleng tributaries. 

Many Creeks to Be Crossed. 

On the extreme west of this delta- 
shaped network of streams, all flowing 
south through the Park, ts Crawfish 
Creek. Next is Spirea Creek, then Leis

for a corn, bunion or calloused spet in 
any particular square are the same 
whether it is on the sele or on the top 
of the foet.

Where do men’s fashions come from? 
Bome say they come from Windsor 


Castle, some think they begin nearer 
home, on Broadway, New York, or at 
‘the Eastern universities, for instance. 

Charles Stone, tailor-editor, says these 
views are wrong. The customer every- 
where makes the style, he declared to 
the Custom Cutters’ Association at Ho- 
tel Jefferson Tuesday night. He said: 

“When a customer asks a cutter what 
the styles are going to be for the com- 
{ng season, that cutter has no business 
to answer ‘I don’t know; I haven't seen 
the plates yet.’ 

Says Piates Are Useless, 

“It 1s the cutter’s brisiness to know, 
regardless of the plates. Most of the 
plates are made by men who are not 
practical tailors, and some of the pat- 
terns on the plates you couldn’t cut to 
fave your soul. 

“The tastes and demands of the cus- 
tomer make the fashion, and nobody can 
come any nearer than the cutter to 
knowing what those tastes and demands 
are.”’ 

Mr. Stone, who conducts a sartorial 
publication in Chicago, then outlined 
the chief characteristics of this sea- 
son’s fashions for men. 

“Sack coats will be 31 to 31% inches 
in length,”’ he said, “‘and will be just 
shapely, not too long or full. Light 
overcoats will not be so long as hereto- 
fore, and will be just long enough to 
come below the sack coat. 

“Winter clothes will be of a boxy 
cut. 

“Dress coats will have four buttons, 
two inches apart, well back. There 
will be outer pockets in dress suit 
vests. 

“In trousers you can’t get away from 
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the peg top, but this style will,not be 


extreme.” 
He then lectured the cutters on the 


knack of fitting certain difficult classes 
of customers, such as the hunchback, 
the round-shouldered man and the man 
with one shoulder higher than the other. 


The problem of making a suit for 
reund-shouldered man who insists on 
stripes is one of the cutter’s biggest 
worries, he said. It takes the finest 
kind of planning to keep the stripes 
from forming regular fishhook effect at 
the shoulders. 

Must Be Strong Man. 

To show how this should be avoided, 
he exhibited chgrts, some of thei. 
looKing like those which recently edi- 
fied St. Louis consumers. of electric 
NWeht, and with lines, curves and angles 
that would mean about as much to the 
layman. 

“The cutter must be a strong man to- 
day,” said Mr. Stone. ‘lle must be 
strong in measuring and fitting, strong 
in trying on, and strong in giving his 
directions to the journeyman tailor.” He 
urged cutters to join the association, for 
the exchange of ideas. A number of 
applications for membership were sub- 
mitted to President Hammes at _ the 
close. 

By the old ratio of “nine tailors to 
make a man,” there were enough tailors 
at the Jefferson to make at least five 
men. And the five men would have 
been models of tailoring, to judge from 
the stylish appearance of almost all 
the cutters. This appearance Was SO 
marked that, before the members gati- 
ered in the first floor parlor a number 
of the Jefferson's transient guests in- 
quired whether a bankers’ convention 
was going on at the hotel.

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AN OUNCE OF PREVENTION. — 
The enthusiastic promises of Mr. Carlisle, the 
new Election Commissianer, that he will labor un- 


- ceasingly to protect the ballot box are welcome as 


flowers in spring—as welcome as the hope that 
justice will be meted out to some of the primary 


‘election frauds. Mr. Carlisle ought to know some- 


thing about election and primary frauds. He 
brings to the office a large equipment of experi- 
ence with bad registration and bailot-box stuffing 
during -his term of office as Recorder of Voters 
under the old law. Mr.-Carlisle was not then 
equal to the task of protecting the ballot box 
from repeaters and stuffers, but he pleaded a.bad 
law as the reason for his helplessness. 

Now M.. Carlisle has a better law. The Elec- 
tion Commissioners have more power. They can 
assure pructically an honest election—an election 
with fraud reduced to an inconsiderable minimum 
by doing their whole duty fearlessly and hon- 
estly. If they will see that the registration is 
clean, will have none but honest men in their 
office and will appoint honest judges and clerks 
of election, ignoring the recommencations of 
bosses, party committeemen and ward politicians, 
and selecting men on their merits the elections 
will be fair. The Election Commissioners, with 
the cc-operation of the police, can protect the 


- ballot boxes from criminals of al kinds. 


We indulge the hope that !n the approaching 
election the law will be enforced and every safe- 


 guacd against fraud put up before the election. 


We have found out how difficult it is to enforce 
the law and punish the rascals after the election. 
An ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. 

Republican leaders are even now discussing 
for publication the details of the tariff bill which 
they are thinking of passing.

REFORM NOT REVOLUIION. 

One fitting remark made by Mr. Bryan in his 
Indianapolis speech deserves careful thought on 
the part of all citizens who want progress on 
sound lines and believe that progress toward 
Socialism means calamity. Here is the paragraph: 

“I beg to call Mr. Taft’s attention to the 
fact that the Republican party has stimu- 
lated the growth of Socialism in two ways: 
Firet, by the indorsement that it has given 
to the theory that trusts are a natural and 
necessary outgrowth of our economic con- 
ditions, and, second, by permitting the de- 
velopment of abuse which have been 
charged against individualism.”’ 

That privilege and monopoly fostered by Re- 
publicanism make Socialists is proved by Soctal- 
ism’s extraordinary growth in this country. From 
1900 to 1904 the Socialist vote increased from 
85,991 to 402,286. This year Debs and his asso- 
clates predict a vote of 1,000,000, 

But Socialists hail with joy the growth of mo- 
nopoly under Republican rule, not alone because 
it fills their ranks, but because, they say, it pre- 
pares the industrial organization for the social 
revolution. With the organization of great trusts 
the, shift from individual to State control is ren- 
dered easy, and the people readily accept the ar- 
gument that public monopoly is preferable to pri- 
va.eé monopoly. 

As Mr. Bryan well said, the hope of the 
continuation of the present system of individual 
freedom lies in restoring justice and equality to 
the laws, in restraining oppressive trusts and 
combines, in smashing all private monopoly. 

“The Democratic party is the party of 
reform, not revolution,’ said Mr. Bryan in 
his speech of acceptance. If we do not have 
reform we will have revolution. 
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Gov. Folk is a sensible man to refuse to 
pledge himself not to run a second time for the 
senatorship, if elected to that honor. Such a 
pledge is sure to hkmper and embarrass a man. 


Let circumstances shape his decision when the 
time comes. 
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A CASE OF DETERMINATION. 

The 125 stage passengers who were robbed by 
a lone bandit in Yellowstone Park are natural and 
excusable in being loudly indignant under the 
circumstances, although they are mistaken in 
the occasion for the indignation they feel. 

In denouncing the regulation which prohibits 
carrying firearms in the park, they seem to them- 
selves to be re-establishing their reputation for 
courage. They are mistaken, because they have 
not really lost it. They are as brave as they 
would have been if they had been armed as the 
lone bandit was, with a revolver on each hip. 

They were probably as brave while holding 
their hands up to be robbed as bandits ever aver- 
age. But they were not determined. The bandit 
was. He had made up his mind. He had thought 
out what to do and how to do it. It was over 
before they had a chance to determine on any- 
thing at all. It nearly always results in the 
same way. Determination wins even in a lone 
bandit until there is time for the suffering to 
determine what ought to be done about predacity. 
Then predacity comes only the more surely to the 
end of its rope because of its determination to 
have no other adjustment of the issue it creates. 
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Visiting English capitalists expressed them- 
selves delighted with Mr. Beggs’ street railway 
system. Did he show them the water tank?

“NOT A REPUBLICAN YEAR.”

day. 

When all the facts underlying the 
erash come to the surface, it Is expect- 
ed that stock exchange gambling will be 
im greater disrepute than ever. If the 
tangied affairs of the firm can be wound 
up without several eminent reputations 





being tarnished, those who are engaged 
fin the difficult task of giving the stock 
exchange a veneer of respectability ‘will 
be thankful. 

A. O. Brown & Co. had six partners, 
gome of them having spectacular ca- 
reers. The members of the firm are: Al- 
bert O. Brown, G. Lee Stout, Edward 
Buchanan, Lewis Ginter Young, Samuel 
Cc, Brown and W. Rhea Whitman. The 
firm was organized in 1902 and after 
John W. Gates & Co. went out of busi- 
mess it took over near! all of the 
swashbuckling stock gamblers who had 
followed Gates. 

Brown & Co. did av enormous business 
and on straigh: commission of $12.80 per 
100 shares was making a fortune, So 
tangled are its affairs that nothing like 
an accurate estimate of its liabilities 
can be made. The reason for this is 
that about fifty brokerage concerns to 
whom they failed to deliver stock sold 
during the tempestuous market of Satur- 
day, bought the .shares in under the 
fules of the Exchange. 

Liabtlitiexs Over $1,200,000. 

The total of these purchases was ap- 
proximated at 150,000 shares. Brown & 
Co. must pay the difference between 
the prices at which Saturday's sales 
were made and the prices paid for the 
stocks yesterday. If they average $3 
a share, the amount the firm will owe 

“on this account alone is $460,000. It is 
expected that the Habilities will be in 
the neighborhood of $1,200,000, but so 
great is the c nfusion ih the firm’s af- 
fairs that if they run $250,000 more*there 
will De no great surprise.. 

Only one thire is positive: that Thom- 
as W. Lawson wus not in any way con- 
nected with the firm or its transactions 
ef Saturday.

-gomery, Ala., as a car sealer. His plan 
slipped up because too many young and 
inexperienced floor traders on the

cute the orders. They bought and they 
sold at the wrong time‘and dealt with 
the wrong persons.
